Dear Mr. Heath: 

This is a further response to your August 22, 2013 Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) 
request to the Office of Professional Responsibility (OPR) for records related to declassified 
Foreign Intelligence Surveillance Court (FISC) opinions indicating that government lawyers had 
made material misrepresentations to the court about the scope of its electronic surveillance 
efforts on several occasions. On September 3, the Office of Public Affairs granted your request 
for expedited processing. 

A thorough search of OPR's system of records failed to locate any documents responsive 
to your request. For your information, Congress excluded three discrete categories of law 
enforcement and national security records from the requirements of the FOIA. See 5 U.S.C. 
§ 552(c) (2006 & Supp. IV 2010). This response is limited to those records that are subject to 
the requirements of the FOIA. This is a standard notification that is given to all our requesters 
and should not be taken as an indication that excluded records do, or do not, exist. 

If you are not satisfied with this response, you may appeal in writing within sixty days of 
the date of this letter to the Director, Office of Information Policy. Your letter and envelope 
should be marked "FREEDOM OF INFORMATION APPEAL" and addressed to:
